He will go into retirement and 
spend his life quietly with his 
family which consists of three 
wives, 42 concubines, 139 chil- 
dren, scores of grandchildren and 
about 1,400 relatives: And, of 


course, his treasure chest, con-: 


taining gold and jewels worth 
roughly $420 million. 


Westerners who have trouble liv- 
ing quietly with one wife, one or 
two children and distant relatives, 
may become interestéd.in the 
tranquilizing effect of the Eastern 
philosophy of life. 


Anyhow, on reading about. a 
descendant of the great Moghuls, 
I remembered an incident con- 
cerning the death of George Wash- 
ington, a descendant of the Fath- 
er of our country. [I was a cub 
in those days, one of the ink- 
stained wretches toiling for a 
volatile city. editor named James 
Geddes Stahlman of the Nash- 
ville Banner.

It was the custom to lock the 
building at midnight, with a 
watchman on duty to permit re 
porters in and out and to screen 
all visitors. At about 12:30 one 
Saturday night a car drove up in 
front and a Negro chauffeur ap- 
proached the door, an envelope 
in hand.

On Sunday morning the Ten- 
nessean had an eight-column rib- 
bon afd several columns of de- 
tails and features on the death 
of Mr. George Washington, an 
aged descendant in the distin- 
guished name. The Banner had 
nothing at all. The old gentle- 
man had for many years been.a 
notable figure on a large planta- 
je some 20 miles north-of Nash- 
ville.

Unity among the Western Big Three 
powers, backed by lesser nations of the 
NATO ecombime, has been achieved at 
least on the question of West Berlin.

The West counters with proposals for 
high-level talks on East-West problems. 
These should be followed with concrete 
suggestions in a developing Western of- 
fensive for reunification of Germany and 
a security system for Europe. 

Mr. Dulles’ confidence that the Rus-+ 
sians will not risk war on Berlin, ex- 
pressed to a worldwide audience; is a bit 
premature. This is an invitation to an- 
other brink and one can only hope his 
brinkmanship survives another test. 

But it is a fact which the world and 
Moscow recognize. The West will not 
leave West Berlin and sacrifice its 2,- 
225,000 people to communism. Our treops 
will stay until East and West Germany 
are unified under one government. Force 
will be met with force. 

Meanwhile, the NATO meeting is 
meeting other issues on which there is 
much less agreement. Speaking from poe 
litical strength, Premier de Gaulle is de- 
manding a bigger role for France in 
NATO, U.S. support of French foreign and 
domestic policies and a greater say in 
military decisions. He also has rejected 
the free trade area and otherwise asserts 
his great personal authority. 

Premier de Gaulle is a person whe 
mist be reckoned with. There’s no escap- 
ing the fact that he intends for France te 
have a bigger voice, and in return for 
restoring the nation’s self respect, per- 
haps he should.

Lee County, in southwest Georgia, was created from Creek 
Indian land in 1826, ranking 68th in order of creation. It was named 
for Col. Richard Henry (Lighthorse Harry) Lee, father of Robert 


E. Lee, who captured Augusta from the British in 1781. Leesburg 
‘originally named Wooten Station). the county seat, also was named 
for the Virginian. The first county seat was Starksville. 


Near Leesburg was Chehaw, one of the six most important 
Creek towns, whose inhabitants befriended and supplied scouts to

Judge Wood directed the verdict 
after Martin made a rambling 
unsworn statement to the jury 
during which he mumbled inco- 
herently . about “spirits” and 
blurted out, “I'm not guilty.” The 
judge said there was a “‘serious 
question” in his mind about Mar- 
tin’s sanity.

Egyptian Santa 


An Egyptian magician, who 
conducts his slight-of-hand all 
over the world in six languages, 
now has a heavy sprinkling of 
children added to the usual At- 
lanta nightclub crowd. 


The descendant of a long line 
of magicians told a group of 
his rapt audience backstage, 
‘There is no magic—only slight- 
of-hand.” 


But Galli Galli, who played 
his first performance in the 
United States in 1933 and is 
now performing at an Atlanta 
club, proved to his audience, 
both children and adults, . that 
his hand is far quicker than 
their eyes. 


A torn playing card reap- 
peared whole in a balloon while 
a member of his audience held 
the one missing piece. Two 
burned five-dollar bills reap- 
peared inside an orange which 
he sliced in front of his audi- 
ence with children and grown- 
ups alike gazing in wonder. 


CHICKEN ACT 

Galli Galli’s specialty, which 
he learned from his magician 
father, involves the use of baby 
chicks. The chicks have a habit 
(thanks to Galli) of turning up 
in the strangest places—sudden- 
ly scratching around inside the 
jacket of one of the junior 
members of the audience, in 
the trousers of one of the grown 
men, in the coat of a tiny 
2-year-old blond, and just gen- 
erally disappearing and reap- 
pearing in unexpected places. 

Galli’s father performed these 
tricks of magic in the United 
States about the turn of the 
century at the World’s Fair, 
also using the stage name of 
Galli Galli, which means quick- 
ly, quickly. 

And today’s Galli came to 
America in 1933 after five years 
in Europe to continue the art.

Galli and his lovely French 
wife make their home in Las 
Vegas, “‘because of the weath- 
er. The climate is good all 
year round.” 


“But no gambling for me,” 
laughed the magician. ‘I’ve 
seen enough slight-of-hand. I 
watch the shows. But I leave 
the gambling alone.” 


Of his six children, only hig 
youngest, 14, is inclined toward 
slight-of-hand. 


“He gives performances for 
his schoolmates once a year,” 
said the proud papa. ‘But I 
hope he will go through college. 
If he doesn’t, then I will train 
him to be a magician.” 

Although he has entertained 
children of all ages and many 
nationalities, Galli tells of one 
group “he can’t entertain—his 
uncles, cousins and their chil- 
dren in Egypt.

But check prices before you 
buy. Here are some of the 
things that will influence price: 


1. Condition and size of the 
car. You'd expect to pay more 
for painting a station wagon 
than for a coupe, ‘and more for 
a job that requires the removal 
of all the old paint first. If 
your car is a real rusty relic, 
it’s going to push the cost of 
the job higher. 


2. Color. The cost of the job 
will probably be less if you 
repaint in the same color. If 
you want to be a little more 
flashy and. go in for maroons 
or reds or the new pastel col- 
ors, you'll find the expense 
more than if you repainted in 
black. 


3. Kind of paint. Using 
enamel is much less expensive 
than using lacquer, despite the 
fact that enamel is slow dry- 
ing and should really be oven- 
dried to prevent dust settling 
on the finish. 


All things being equal, you 
can probably get a good enamel 
job for slightly under $100, per- 
haps less if the old paint is in 
fairly good shape. Lacquer jobs 
will run more, and can go up 
to $200 and over.

CITY OF ATLANTA, 
GEORGIA 


Under the Charter Amefidment enacted at the General 
Session of the Georgia Legislature in 1937, a new Budget 
law for the City of Atlanta was enacted, with the following 
provisions: 


“Section 10. On or before the first Monday in December 
of each year, the budget commission -shall estimate the 
amount of normal receipts of the City of Atlanta for the 
following calendar year, together with a tentative appropria- 
tion bill. The budget commission shall include in its anticipa- 
tions for the next year a sum not to exceed the normal 
revenue collected by the City of Atlanta from all sources 
during the period from January 1 to November 1 of the 
current year, and the estimated revenue for the remainder 
of the current year. They shall tentatively appropriate a 
sum sufficient to cover the debt service, including the sinking 
fund and interest on bonded indebtedness. The tentative 
estimate of receipts and appropriations for debt service shall 
be submitted to the budget commission named for the year 
in which the fund is to be expended, and published one 
time in a daily newspaper, and the budget commission named 
for the year in which the fund is to be expended is directed 
to revise said budget so that the total anticipated revenue 
for the current year shall not exceed the normal revenue 
received from all sources during the preceding year, except 
collections from tax executions on real estate and on per- 
sonal property and choses in action owned by the City, 
provided that there may be added to such anticipations, a 
sum equal to not more than 85% of all tax executions on 
real estate and 50% of all tax executions on personal 
property not fore than three years old and choses in action 
owned by the City and certified by the tax assessor as 
being solvent and collectible. The budget commission shall 
also allocate a sufficient sum to provide for debt service, 
incuding sinking fund and interest on bonded indebtedness, 
which sum shall not be diverted to any ather department 
by the mayor and board of aldermen. This shall constitute 
the final budget and shall be filed with the mayor and 
board of aldermen on or before the third Monday in January 
of the year during which said budget shall operate. When 
such budget has been filed, the same shall be binding upon 
the mayor and board of aldermen, without any action of

His refusal to look life square- 
ly in the fr ce and his persistence 
in running away from life are his 
chief evils. But once he becomes 
enslaved to drink, he is helpless 
to help himself. That is where 
the grace of God comes in. Ac- 
tually, if there are degrees of 
sin, drunkenness is no worse 
than some evils that are not so 
highly publicized.
